the task or"^ nave become" discouraged 
hj the ab.^biice t)f hid fimmtheTniporinl 
government, which was e-xpecled at 
the incejition of the undertaking. Do 
the ciuso what it may, it has bot-n de- 
termined, if tho proporl parties. -comc 
forward, to hand'pyer>the'';work'fto -a 
public company, ji.ssistaiico arid induce- 
ments being offered to. promoters, us 
was done in the case of tlio transconti- 
nental linea on the other side of tho 
boundary. The total length of the 
projected systeui is 2,200 inile.s, of 
which it may bo .said that 600 ai*e 
eitbor'.coQipletQd or under construction.

'V.., Among the par- 
ties who, it ia saidj'have been approach- 
ed by the promoters- to take seats on 
the Board of the proposed ''company is 
Mr. John Pender, the preat su'jnmrinn 
telegraph magnate, and Sir llfliiry Ty- 
ler, M. P., the chairman of the C!rand 
Trunk Railway of Canada,, has iiocn re- 
quested to join in tho hope of bringing 
in the aid of the largejgqoiist^jiency of 
proprietors' he" represents— sonic eight 
or nine thousand in number — supposed 
at present to bo very sanguine and with 
plenty of capital, considering the enor- 
mous recent rise in the price of their 
securities. It ia diiEcult, however, to 
iSce why Grand' Trunk stockholdory 
should be eager to support a project 
which roust be, to a certain extent, in 
competition with their own line, which 
it would only join at Mentreal, and if 
the proposed branch to Sault Saintc 
Marie is constructed, the connection 
with American lines at that point would 
absolutely, take traffic away from Grand 
Trunk iaystem. . ■ 

It'cannot be said that much cofiti- 
denco is folt in the success of the par- 
ties who for the present have the ear 
of the Canadian officials, but there are 
rumors of a powerful condiination of 
Anglo-American bankons who are con- 
siderintt- tbei^uestion of making alter- 
native'dfferi 'should 'the.rpre.sent nego- 
tiations break down, as is not unlikely, 
on the question of the necessary guar- 
antees. In proper hands there can be 
no doubt that a great success would at- 
tend effprtR to raise tho money, what- 
ever, the ultimate result o£ tho, outlay 
may be.

The Grand Trunk and Great Western 
Railway properties have within the 
past year emerged from tho cloud of 
discredit which has so long hung over 
them, and give promise of returns to 
holders of all classes of their securities 
whose chances-of-receiviag-a-penhy- of 
dividends ujtgfcggJs^.tl^lO^k^SiiliTiost 
hopeless. The past rather shabby treat- 
ment of tho^Grflind'iTrunk Company by 
tho Dominion government has been 
forgotten in tho liberal terms given on 
tho purcha.so of the Riviere du Loup, 
suction of the line, . .tbci probocds of 
which unreniunerative railway enabled 
the company to acquire its valuable 
Chicago connection. The agricultural

HLSTOlty OK TUK .ENTKRPKISK. 

The history , of tho. undbrtaking, bo 
far under the control of -the Canadian 
government,' is as fblld.ws: The first 
oxpondituro on construction was to- 
ward tho end of 1871. Contracts v.-oro 
then entered into for tho telegraph 
from Lako .Superior to British Colum- 
bia along th(> route of the railway, in- 
cluding the clearing of the forest land 
to a width of 132 feet. Tho line was 
divided into four sections, on throe of 
which the work was pro.secuted with 
vigor and tho telegraph completed from 
Fort William to Edmonton, 1,200 
miles, so that mossago.q could ho trans- 
mitted. Tho roinnining sootioii across 
tho mountains to British Columbia re- 
mains incomplete. In the same year 
(1S74) tho grading bf " tho'^'Ponibina 
branch of sixty-thrco miles north .of 
tho international boundary was oom- 
meucod. In 1877 tho grading was ex- 
tended to Selkirk under tho same con- 
tract, and in 1878 tho track was laid 
on the„whole, length,- eighty-fiyo, ,.miles. 
In 1874 the extension of the Canada 
Central Railway to the eastern terndn- 
us, near Lako Nipissing, was aubsidiz- 
ed. Early in 1875 two sections wero 
placed under contract — tho oao from 
Fort William, thirty-throe miles to 
Sunshine Creek,, and the other.'; east 
from Selkirk, seventy-six miles to Cross 
Lake. An extension east of CVo.ss 
Lake, thirty-six miles to Koowatin, at 
tho outlet of tho Lake of tho Woods, 
Nyas placed under contract in January, 
1877. In 187G a contract was made 
for an extension from Sunshine Croek 
west to English River, eighty miles. 
In 1878-the Georgian Bay = branch was 
undbrtakbu ; but this work was subse- 
quently abandoned. For the spring of 
1879 tho lino between English River 
and Keowatin, 185 miles, was let in 
two contracts, and in tho summer fol- 
lowing a section of 100 miles west of 
Red River, including a branch from 
the main line to the city of Winnij)eg, 
was placed under contract. At the 
British Columbia end of tho line ground 
was broken toward tho dose of last 
year, when tho grading, bridging, 
track laying and blasting, from near 
Yale to Sa\ ona's Ferry, a distance of 
127 miles, wa.s placed under contract.

A. second 100 mile .suction west of 
Red River has recently been let, mak- 
ing a total of 822 mih;H under construc- 
tion, consisting of main line 720 milcfi 
and Pembina and Winnipeg brunches 
102 miles. In April last the rails were 
laid 136 miles west of Fort William and 
DO miles east of Selkirk, and traffic 
trains ar eregularly run from 'Emer- 
son to Cross Lake, 161 miles. 

^VUAT IT WILL COST. 

Tho :ost of the route will, it if said, 
bear favorable compariHon with that of 
the other completed and projected 
transcontinental lines. Tho general 
summit to be attained is lower and the 
gradients more moderate. While the 
Central Pacific in climbing the Sierras 
attains a height of over 7,000 feet, and 
the Union Pacific passes the Rocky 
.Mountains at an elevation of over 
SOOO feet, the Canarlian Pacific has 
but one summit on its route at Yellow 
Head pass, where a level of 3,460 feet 
is readied. ' The cost of the 406 miles 
from Fort William to Selkirk, 
proaching completion, will bo about 
§17,000,000, and for the Pembina 
branch tlie outlay has been §1,750,000 
For tho whole rout(3 from Lako Sup- 
erior to the Pacific coast, Mr. Sand 
ford Fleming, tho Government Eiigin- 
eer-in-Chief, has made tho following 
estimate, including a fair allowance of 
rolling stock and engineering during 
construction:

ill a direot course to Japan, or it may 
touch abbti^^ midway, Am_^, one of 
tho AlouHian islands.

As an 
alternative route tho sulmmrinc may 
land on one of tho Kuriln Islancs north 
of Japan, anil thence o.xtend direct to 
Hotigkong. Either course would com- 
plete the connection 'with the whole 
Eastern tolegi-apli .system and effect 
important result.s. .Such a line would 
connect all the great business centres 
of America with China and the princi- 
pjl ports of Asia much more directly 
than by tho presehVllhps-of telegraph 
by way of Europe. ' The new lino 
would be employed for most part by tho 
EnglLsh speaking pooplo of both hemis- 
pheres, and tho frequent mistakes of 
polyglot telegraph operators in Europe 
bo avoided. Tho further inducement 
is held.ovit tbat'it would <bring Great 
Britairi, Canada, India, jf(LUstralia,"New 
Zealand and South Africa and 'all' the 
outer provinces and colonial possessions 
of Great Britain into unbroken tele- 
grajduc communication with each other 
in entire indepondonco of tho lines 
which pass through other Eiiropeau 
countries.

Ho had gone to Comniereial 
Point, wKich is bub a railo or two from 
hi.s house, got on a regular spree, flour 
ishing an open knife in his hand, and 
threatened to kill John P. Bolin, the 
Democratic candidate for Shcrifl", and 
ono or two others. About one o'clock 
in tho aftenioontlie .wenb into a grocery 
kept by M. ' V; Beavers with whom ho 
had -a fight several weeks ago, and 
came out second host. Ko remarked 
to Beavers that ho was glad that he 
(Beavers) had whipped him recently, 
but that he would yet got even with 
him, and threatened to kill him, ex- 
hibiting an open knift*. Beavers, 
who ic a powerful nmn, im- 
mediately a.ssailcd him, ktiock- 
ing McDonald to the floor and 
stamping his face to a jelly, crushing 
his only remaining eyo out of its socket 
until it hung. d^wn on his cheek. Bea- 
vers then got hold 'of a oluV), and was 
only jierauadod from onding his exist- 
ence by the bystanders. ^McDonald's 
body was rolled into tho gutter, and re- 
mained there for three hours, as no one 
was allowed to reinovo him. About 
4 o'clock an express waggon was pro- 
curctl, and McDonald Vva» taken to his 
home. Tuesday night, about 1 1 o'clock, 
twelve masked men apjieared at tho 
house, and rushed in and dragged Illc- 
Donald from his bed, ^'"' ''wing more 
dead than alive, and totally blind, and 
when in the yard a rope was fnstoned 
around his nock- and his body w as drag- 
ged! 'over, 300 yards and hung to a 
tree, ' His wifo and two chihlron ran 
to a neighbour's for safety. The body 
was cut down in tho morning. Mrs. 
McDonald recognized one of the innsk- 
ers as ono Satleriield, a constable of 
that township. A mask was found 
on tho^'ground where the e.veoution took 
place. -Two arrests were made.
